“There is so me reaso n to b e 
en co u rag ed, so me to b e disco u r­ 
ag ed,” said F. Clay to n To n n a- 
maker, a v ice p residen t o f Car­ 
g ill, In c., o wn ers o f the co astal 
salt min e. “The men did n o t see 
an y o n e, saw n o lig hts, heard n o 
(hu man ) so iaids.” 
To n n amaker said the fact the 
two 
tro u b lesho o ters 
heard a 
diesel mo to r ru n n in g was en ­ 
co u rag in g b ecau se o f the fact it 
co u ld n o t ru n u n atten ded mo re 
than 30 ho u rs—an d the men had 
b een iso lated lo n g er than that. 
“This leads u s to b eliev e that 
so meo n e started the diesel after 
the fire,” he said. 
The rescu e sp ecialists said 
they saw a “ red g lo w” in the 
distan ce. 
“The red g lo w mean s there is 
a small fire in the area o f the 
min e’s fan ,” To n n amaker said.

Adequate Sewers Are a Must 


Lark a t adequ ate sanitary fewer facu lties 
Is a problem in a nu mber of Colu mbiana 
Cou nty commu nities and the si u ation grows 
more acu te as new homes are bu ilt. The grow* 
ing su bu rban Perry Township area aiou nd Sa­ 
lem is an ex ample. 
Septic tanks, many installed in land not su it­ 
able for that ty pe of sewage disposal opera­ 
tion, are prov iding on^y a temporary solu tion. 
Some ev entu ally don’t work at all and others 
permit sewage to seep onto other properties 
and tnto open ditches thereby creating a health 
hasard. 
This is why concerned city and cou nty health 
au thorities are encou raged by Salem City 
Cou ncil'« recent au thorization to consu lting en­ 
gineers to rev iew portions of the ex isting mu ­ 
nicipal sewer sy stem with a goal toward in- 


c’u slon of seme Perry Township areas, par­ 
ticu larly the north end, into the city , In ef­ 
fect, the city wou ld ex tend its mams to the 
new residential areas which are badly in 
need of improv ement along this line. 
In Colu mbiana v illage, as in some other 
commu nities, inclu ding Ca'cu tta in the sou thern 
end of the cou nty , septic tank* are not the 
a nswer. Sewer lines mu st be prov ided. Co­ 
lu mbiana Cou ccil Tu esday night gav e its en­ 
gineers the “go ahead’’ to obtain cost esti­ 
mates on plans for ex tending sewer lines on 
the sou th side of town. 
In the cou nty districts it is entirely possible 
that some federal assistance may be obtained 
to help finance the instal'ation of new sanitary 
sewers, bu ‘ postponing the inev itable isn’t 
likely to redu ce the costs. Adequ ate sewer fa­ 
cilities are a mu st. 
Youth In Revolution 


Prickly su spense and av id interest cannot be 
claimed as by produ cts of 1968 presidential pri­ 
mary campaigns so far. 
A hu mdru m pace has inspired more y awns 
than cheers. Activ ity will pick u p arou nd conv ­ 
ention time, and the intensity of the campaign 
will produ ce a v acu u m of emotional ex hau stion 
following the election. 
Not to be ov erlooked at this time is a qu iet 
mov ement that can be of great import to this 
nation. 
In New Hampshire, there are nearly 500 col­ 
lege stu dents carry ing the campaign to the citi­ 
zens of nu merou s cities. They are su pporters of 
Democrat dissident Sen. Eu gene J. McCarthy . 
Their beat is the windb own streets of winter- 
bou nd New Hampshire towns and citiea. Their 
bed is a sleeping bag. Their effort is honorable. 
Their nu mber is growing. 
They are as mu ch a part of the y ou th rev olu ­ 
tion as campu s orators, picketing protestors and 
trou blemakers withou t an alternativ e to offer. 
Their impact Is felt becau se they are working 
for their beliefs in a positiv e manner. They are 
u sing traditional and direct channels to bring 
abou t the change that is their goal. 
It matters not to them that the man they are 


su pporting is giv en no chance by ex perts of 
making any kind of showing. He represents 
what they believ e in, and they are giv ing him 
all they hav e. What cou ld be more American 
than that? 
One point of major emphasis in the McCarthy 
campaign is the objectiv e of getting college stu ­ 
dents to pu rsu e dissent within the party sy stem. 
The stu dent endeav or to win v otes for Sen. 
McCarlhy in the March 12 New Hampshire pri­ 
mary is ev idnce he is making progress. 
The stu dents hav e had doors slammed in 
their faces, in some cases hav e been calied the 
peacenik fringe of the party and. on the other 
hand, they hav ehad meaningfu l discu ssions. 
They are learning.

A personal inju ry case in Cu y ahoga Cou nty 
doesn’t come to trial for an av erage of 38 
months.

pal — operates by Its own ru les. 
This wou ld change if v oters adopt the amend­ 
ment. Ru le-making power ov er all state and lo­ 
cal cou rts will be consolidated in the Ohio Su ­ 
preme Cou rt. 
An Ohio Bar Association Su rv ey of 345 ju dges 
in the state fou nd 199 in fav or of the Su preme 
Cou rt assu ming ru le-making powers, only 72 
against. 
Another featu re of the proposed amendment 
which the ju dges su pported, 185-66, is manda­ 
tory retirement of ju dges at the age of 70. 
Retired ju dges still cou ld serv e, if they want­ 
ed, on special assignment by the chief ju stice of 
the Su preme Cou rt. This also wou ld permit de­ 
ploy ment of ju dges to ov erloaded cou rts. 
The modernization amendment has backing of 
the Ohio State Bar Association, Ohio Leagu e of 
Women Voters and all state ju dges' associa­ 
tions. It has no organized opposition. 
Any one forced to wait throu gh agonizing de­ 
lay s both in civ il and criminal cases — espe­ 
cially in metropolitan areas like Stark Cou nty 
— know v ery well how mu ch the state’s cou rts 
need ov erhau ling. 
Voters cou ld bring it abou t on May 7 — by 
v oting "y es” on the cou rt reform amendment.

DETROIT — These day s, Walter Reu ther has 
a mini-midi-max i psy che. He has an issu e to 
skirt and he doesn’t know how far to go—for he 
doesn't know his own strength 
Can he rally other powerfu l 
labor leaders in a campaign 
to remake the old labor mov e­ 
ment in his philosophical im­ 
age? Can he lau nch a new la­ 
bor mov ement? 
Can he u nleash a national 
“cru sade” to organize mil­ 
lions of “working poor” in the 
Harlems, Wattses and other 
ghettos of the land? 
So, red headed Reu ther is 
doing what comes natu rally . He doesn’t drink. 
He nev er smokes. Neither does he gamble. To 
av oid testing his strength in a pu blic confronta­ 
tion with the stu rdy , laconic George Meany , 
“Mr. Labor,” Reu ther has set u p a secret cau ­ 
cu s of former leaders of the a most forgot en 
CIO he once headed. 
Most of the v eterans Reu ther telegraphed are 
officers of what is called the AFL-CIO Indu s­ 
trial Union Dept. (IUD), now a u nit of 60 u nions 
with 6.5 million members. This was created by 
Reu ther back in 1955 to carry the banners and 
image of the old Congress of Indu strial Organi­ 
zations into the merged mov ement. 
Originally , the department which Reu ther 
heads was to be called the Dept, of Indu strial 
Organization. Bu t when the artist sketched the 
initials it spelled “DIO.” And that was in ’55 
when the Mafia was riding rou gh on labor's 
flanks. 
What Reu ther now wants to know of his old 
comrades is whether they ’ll follow him in re­ 
v amping the 12-y ear-old 14.3 million member 
federation. 
Rev amping it into what? Into new forms. Into 
“conglomerate” u nions. Into coordinated grou p­ 
ings of u nions su ch as those now striking the 
copper fields, bu t with their own du es stru ctu re 
and strike fu nds. 


INTO AN ALLIANCE with a $250 million na­ 
tional strike war chest. Into an organization 
willing to spend $100 million, as a starter, on 
new organization driv es, 
Into a federation which wou ld organize in the 
Wattses and Harlems and Chicago sou th sides 
and the v irgin fields of the Sou th among blacks, 
low income whites, Pu erto Ricans and Mex i- 
can-Americans. 
A few day s ago he telegraphed confidential 
messages to su ch former CIO chiefs as ”B g 
Joe” Cu rran of the National Maritime Union; L 
W. “Abe” Abel, man of steel Bill Pollock, of 
the Tex tile Workers, now tru mpeting throu gh 
the Sou thland; elder statesman Jack Potofsky , 
president o f the Amalgamated Clothing Wo rkers 
Union, the men's garment organization bu ilt by 
the legendary Sidney Hillman, and “y ou ng” 
Pau l Jennings who ou sted another legend, Jim 
Carey , since the CIO’s “Baby Secretary -Treas- 
u rer,” fro m the presidency of the International 
Union o f Electrical Workers. 
Reu ther u rged the old CIO chiefs, many of 
whom welded a new era 30 y ears ago with mas­ 
siv e driv es on mass produ ction indu stries, to 
meet him at 8 o’clock the night of Friday , 
March 8 , in New York City ’s Hotel Roosev elt. 
“Walter” did not reserv e a hall or a meeting 
room—ju st a salon and two bedrcoms for him­ 
self and his ex ecu tiv e aide, Irv ing Blu estone. 
His come-lnto-my -parlor wire was blu nt. He 
u rged the men to come and bring with them 
sev era l o f their top command. 
“The pu rpose is,” said the telegram, “to dis­ 
cuss the UAW officers the relationship of the 
UAW with the AFL-CIO.” 


INTO A MOVEMENT which wou ld qu ickly at­ 
tack military gov ernments su ch as the one in 
Greece. After the ju nta took ov er in Athens, 
Reu ther’s ally , Jack Conway , ex ecu tiv e director 
o f IUD, wrote all affiliates u rging them to sup­ 
po rt a n a nti-junta co mmittee led by Melina 
Merco uri. And fo r the Nev er o n Sunda y g irl. 


they threw a cocktail reception at which U.S. 
foreign policy was attacked. 
If the old CIO bloc will not follow Reu ther, he 
say s he will, in effect, lau nch his own mov e­ 
ment What that wou ld be he will say pu blicly 
in his key note speech at the national—and mu ch 
delay ed—IUD conv enjon in Washington, D.C., 
on March 12. 
Reu ther, at 60, will not get mu ch su pport. It’s 
a long, long way from the sitdowns, the seizu res 
of factories, the bloody wars of “Little Steel” of 
old CIO v intage. 
Virtu ally all the CIO men hav e gone the way 
of George Meany . Which way ? They say , as 
Meany has said, look at the membership—now 
14.3 million and another 2 million coming when 
the cleansed Teamsters retu rn. 


LOOK AT THE wage standards—the world’s 
highest. Look at the welfare fringes—compara­ 
ble to any in Sweden or Brita n. Look ft! the 
work week—the shortest on earth 
Look at the 
scope of labor politics—in high gear on the most 
powerfu l political machine in the nation. 
Look :4t ou r national influ ence: Direct access 
to Ly ndon Johnson as no labor mov ement ev er 
has had to any President inclu ding FDR, HST 
and JFK. 
Look at the size of ou r staff and its work. The 
AFL-CIO now owns the Hotel Lafay ette, adjoin­ 
ing the AFL-CIO headqu arters across from the 
White Hou se.

Crowding 
Causes Riots 


All the projects being u rged to improv e 
American life and Incidentally to help solv e ra 
cial problems wou ld cost many billions of dol 


lars. 
It wou ld be worth spending su ch hu ge su ms f 
the root cau se of the riots were really “rac­ 
ism,” as contended in the report by the Nat on 
al Adv isory Commission on Civ il Disorders. 
President Johnson, himself, in a message to 
Congress Feb. 22, portray ed America as in trou ­ 
ble becau se of a crisis in its cities du e to other 
reasons — mostly the natu ral growth of popu la­ 
tion. Many of his proposals were in line wth 
what the commission recommended in its 
March 2 report as a remedy for racial friction 
The President is conv inced the crisis in ou r 
cities today is the resu lt of the popu lation ex ­ 
pansion and the effects ex pected to flow fro 
this situ ation in the nex t few y ears He said: 
“Ov er the nex t decade, 40 million more 
Americans will liv e in cities. Where and how 
will they all liv e? By crowding fu rther into ou t 
dense cities? In new lay ers of sprawling su bu r­ 
bia? In jerry -bu ilt strip cities along new high­ 
way s? 
The President might well hav e added that be­ 
cau se 70 per cent of people today liv e in the cit­ 
ies. ndthing will be gained by promoting fu rther 
emigration from the cou ntry to the cities. He 
did point to a new approach when he Inclu ded 
these paragraphs in his message: 
“Rev italiizing ou r city cores and improv ing 
ou r ex panding metropolitan areas will go far to­ 
ward sheltering that new generation. Bu t there 
is another way as well, which we shou ld encou r­ 
age and su pport. It is the new commu nity , 
freshly planned and bu ilt. 
“These can tru ly be the commu nities of to­ 
morrow — constru cted either at the edge of the 
city or farther ou t . . . . 
“In other areas, other commu nities are be'ng 
bu ilt on farm and meadow land. The concept of 
the new commu nity is that of a balanced and 
beau tifu l commu nity — not only a place to liv e, 
bu t a place to work as well. It will be largely 
self-contained, with light i n d u s t r y , shops, 
schools, hospitals, homes, apartments and open 
spaces.” 
What the president is recognizing, indeed, is 
that America’s problems of congestion cannot 
be solv ed merely by rebu ilding cities and add­ 
ing homes there. Redistribu tion of peoples to 
areas ou tside the cities will be necessary . 
Unemploy ment is larger in the cities at pre­ 
sent than elsewhere. Despite all the rhetoric 
abou t abolishing slu m districts, the real qu es­ 
tion is how to attract the u nemploy ed to towns 
or commu nities away from their present homes 
and bow to create jobs for them. 
As for “racism,” the report of the Commis­ 
sion on Civ il Disorders did not take note of the 
fact that relations between the races were for 
y ears far better than they are today . The recent 
emphasis on “black power” and on “demonstra­ 
tions” has produ ced a racial consciou sness 
which has led to u nprecedented bitterness and 
ill feeling. 
The u phappiness of both whites and Negroes 
in the cities can be attribu ted in large part to 
low incomes and lack of jobs. The need for im­ 
prov ement in edu cational sy stems and training 
for particu lar kinds of work is being accepted 
on all sides as of prime importance. 
The reform mov ement has been progressing 
for many y ears, and one of the biggest handi­ 
caps it faces cu rrently is the intensification of 
racial feeling. 
This is a direct resu lt of the organized “dem 
ons{rations’’ and rallies. Pu blic opinion in its 
present mood will hardly fav or larger ex pendi­ 
tu res ju st for sociological pu rposes, u nless there 
is some sign that domestic order will not be dis­ 
ru pted constantly by ov erzealou s leaders who 
appear to be conv inced that the way to ex tort 
more money from congress is to prov oke more 
disorders. 
This is likely to backfire. A setback in the 
cru sade for better liv ing conditions in the cities 
wou ld be tragic. 
When threats of v iolence and name-calling 
are abandoned, and the moral force in ev ery 
commu nity begets a tru e spirit of reconciliation, 
the problem of race relations will become less 
critical in America.

More attemp ts to dilute the 
op en-housing p art of the contro­ 
v ersy -laden legislation were in 
p rosp ect today , but Wednes­ 
day ’* fast-p aced action centered 
on riot-p rev ention. 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy . D- 
N.Y., 
sup p orted 
a 
p rop osed 
amendment that would make 
snip ing, destroy ing p rop erty or 
other v iolence during a riot a 
federal crime. 
His brother. Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy . D-Mass , strongly op ­ 
p osed the amendment, which 
was defeated 64 to 27. 
Robert Kennedy said it would 
“change the whole comp lex ion 
of the civ il rights struggle” by 
bringing the federal gov ernment 
into local law enforcement “to 
degree we nev er contemp lated 
when I was attorney general 
His brother said it would ex 
tend FBI jurisdiction “into ev ­ 
ery town and city .” He said 
there had been no determination 
whether the FBI wanted this or 
had the manp ower to handle it. 
A p rop osed antilootmg amend­ 


ment raised the question of

So me 75 families, relativ es o f 
the trapped men, spent die lo ng 
ho urs waiting at the mine’s 
headquarters in Calumet, 14 
miles fro m the mine. 
Co ts were set up at the head 
quarters. The men, wo men and 
children were g lum and silent 
A Carg ill spo kesman stepped 
o ut, no w and then, to anno unce 
the latest wo rd fro m the mine 
There was no hint o f a sig nal 
fro m the trapped men. Ho wev ­ 
er, Carg ill o fficials said it was 
likely they had retreated far 
back fro m the shaft during the 
fire. 
Much o f the shaft was braced 
with wo o den timbers. 
Away 
fro m it, in the clean white cav 
ems carv ed in the salt, there 
was little that co uld burn.

In a meeting with Co uncil 
Feb. 29, representativ es o f the 
v ario us div isio ns o f the Salem 
Area Chamber o f Co mmerce 
made it clear that they feel 
free parking in the city lo ts is 
no t feasible at the present time. 
Only if the number o f parking 
spaces in the do wnto wn area 
were v astly increased, they g en­ 
erally ag reed, wo uld the chang e 
be reaso nable. 
The merchants’ g reatest co n­ 
cern is that free parking wo uld 
mean the turno v er o f av ailable 
parking spaces wo uld v irtually 
cease, with few parking places 
being readily av ailable to cus­ 
to mers during peak business 
perio ds. 
Representing the Retail Mer­ 
chants Assn., 
Ellio tt 
Hansell 
said, "We fear that a free park­ 
ing priv ileg e wo uld be badly - 
abused,” mainly by emplo y es 
o f do wnto wn 
establishments. 
Larg e numbers o f these per­ 
so ns repo rtedly no w rent pri­ 
v ate parking spaces. 
No lim e Restrictio n 
The 
leg islatio n

pared by Co uncil wo uld place 
no restrictio n o n leng th o f time 
parking wo uld be permitted.

o ther wo rds, a perso n (includ­ 
ing do wnto wn emplo y es) co uld 
park in the same spo t day -after- 
day witho ut charg e.

At 
present, the lieutenant o n duty 
during each wo rk turn is in 
charg e when the chief is no t o n 
the scene. 
The inspecto r also po inted o ut 
the need fo r a full-time o r part- 
time inspecto r to « » fo rce all 
pro v isio ns o f the natio nal build 
ing co de. Currently , the chief 
assumes these duties in the 
limited time he has av ailable 
which he describes as ‘hardly 
eno ug h.” 
"I canno t say what is ec­ 
o no mically feasible,” co ncluded

Early Weaning of Lambs 
With most Ohio farmers find­ 
ing hay on the short side, this 
looks like a good time to try 
weaning lambs early so hay fed 
to ewes can be cut back. Creep 
feeding lambs at an early age 
also allows cutting back on the 
ewe’s ration and fits in well 
with early weaning. 
Early weaning of creep - fed 
lambs, at about 90 days of age, 
is definitely recommended 
in 
Ohio, says Ralph Grimshaw, 
Extension sheep specialist, The 
Ohio State University. In fact, 
wearing at an even earlier 8-10 
weeks may be practiced suc­ 
cessfully if proper management 
is applied. 
When lambs are five to ten 
days of age, they will begin to 
nibble at grain and leafy hay 
and at dehydrated alfalfa meal 
pellets (15 to 17 per cent pro­ 
tein), says Grimshaw. Th e grain 
may consist of 80 per cent 
cracked com and 20 per cent 
pelleted soybean oil meal (for 
tified with 200 mg. aureomycin 
per ton). The alfalfa pellets 
may be self-fed. Lambs may 
be penned in the creep for 
about one hour during the mom 
ing and evening feeding pe­ 
riods. Continuous light and 
separate water supply should be 
available in each creep 
After lambs are six weeks 
old, there is no advantage to 
grinding their grain. Shelled 
com may replace the cracked 
com in creep rations at this 
age. 
Creep feeding is especially 


desirable for early lambs (bom 
in December. 
January, 
and 
February), says the specialist. 
Lambs will gain faster and are 
ready for market at least two 
months earlier, and often at 
higher prices. Weaning them 
early and not turning them to 
pasture with their mothers will 
also reduce their chances of be­ 
coming severely infested with 
internal parasites.
